1.  Water  Flockton  and  Whitley  Upper  Wards  are  supplied  by  Dewsbury  and 

Hockmondiko  Joint  Water  E0ard  (distributed  by  Urban  Council). 

652  houses  are  on  direct  supply  froip  the  Board’s  mains.  The 
other  Wards  arc  supplied  with  water  by  Huddersfield  Corporation'. 
3,98l  houses  have  a direct  supply  from  the  Corporation  water  mains 

The  remaining  268  houses  are  on  private  supplies.  A scheme 
is  in  preparation  for  a public  supply  to  replace  or  augment  a 
private  supply  at  Sheploy 

The  public  supplies  are  adequato,  except  at  Flockton. 
scheme  has  boon  prep  cored  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  connection  with  this  latter  supply 

2.  Rivors  and  Streams  Tho  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Rivers  Board,  the  West 

Riding  County  Council  and  tho  Local  authority,  have  powers  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Rivors  Pollution  Prevention  Act.

Mechanical  breakdowns  end  sickness  amongst  the  employees  has  caused 
periodical  dislocation  in  the  service.  Tho  regular  uso  cf  tho 
Council's  horse  and  cart  (l  day  each  week)  ms  a s abandoned  at  the  end 
of  tho  year. 


(c)  Closot  Emptying  - Kirkburtons  Sholloy3  She ploy  and  Flccktcn  is  scav- 
enged by  tho  use  of  tho  Council's  second  Bantam  Refuse  Collector 
(Driver  and  4 mon)  which  is  employed  full  time  on  this  service  apart 
from  3 days  each  fortnight  which  is  devoted  to  dustbin  emptying. 


Kirkho_.ton  is  dealt  with  by  a hired  her  so,  cart  end  man,  with 
ono  Council  employee. 


Lepton  and  ahitlcy  Uppor  Wards  are  scavenged  by  the  uso  of  the 
Council's  horso  end  cart  with  Council's  T earner  and  labourer. 


Thurstonland  and  Farnloy  Tyr.s  is  scavenged  by  the  uso  cf  hirod 
haulage  and  labour. 

Tho  frequency  of  emptying  has  varied  throughout  the  year  and 
has  been  gmora  iiy  inadequate,  as  a result  complaints  have  boon  numerous. 
Some  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  and  some  every  fortnight. 

(d)  Refuse  Disposal  Tho  whole  of  the  r^fuso  and  nightsoil  is  deposited 
at  6 main  end  4 supplement  .ry  tips.  The  four  smell  tips  are  retained 
for  convenience  cf  tipping  by  tho  horses  and  carts. 

Crude  tipping  is  in  operation,  although  a.  certain  amount  of 
control  has  been  ca.rriod  out  to  prevent  tho  tips  becoming  unsightly 
and  to  minimi  so  any  nuisances , 

( c ) Salvage 

Collection  - All  solvo.ged  material,  othor  than  kitchen  waste, 
is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  refuse,  spocial  journeys  being 
m:.dc  for  collection  of  salvago  from  mast  factories  and  shops.

5 Food  Preparing  Premises  There  are  no  premises  registered  for  prepar- 
ation or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pickled  or  preserved  food. 
One  set  of  premises  was  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice-cream  at  the 
ond  of  the  year 

6.  Milk  and  Dairies.  There  were  94  producer-retailers  within  the  district 

at  the  end  of  1946,  18  of  whom  were  also  wholesalers. 

Th  jro  wore  23  producers  in  addition  to  the  above,  who 
were  wholesalers  only. 

7.  Slaughter-houses  and  Knackers ’ Yards.  5 private  slaughter-houses  wore 

licenced  during  1946  under  Section  57  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938”  There  are  no  Knackers'  Yards  within  the  district. 

8.  Regulated  Buildings  end  Offensive  Trades  2 premises  arc  registered 

for  Offensive  Trades,  one  for  glue  and  sizo  making  'and  one  for 
tripe  boiling. 

There  arc  no  licenced  tents,  vans  or  sheds,  and  no 
Houses  lot  in  Lodgings  or  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

9.  Swimming  £..ths.  There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  Swimming  Baths 

in  the  district. 

10.  Disinfestation , Tho  Council  are  the  authority  for  administering  the 
Rats  and  mi cc  (Destruction)  Act,  1919" 

There  is  no  H.C.N. Plant  in  the  district.  If  gas  is 
employed  for  disinfest  .tion  of  premises,  contractors  who  specialise 
in  this  class  of  work  .re  employed 


D.  HOUSING 


8 Houses  havo  been  erected  during  tho  year  and  one  house  converted 
into  two  houses  (9  additional  houses). 

No  action  has  boon  taken  during  the  year  under  tho  provisions  of 
the  Housing  ^ct,  1936. 

There  is  no  accurate  record  of  the  extent  of  overcrowding  in  the 
area,  but  applications  for  Council  Houses  indicate  the  proved. cnco  of 
many  cases  of  overcrowding  and  unsatisfactory  housing. 

A numbur  of  houses  arc  subject  to  Demolition  Orders,  most  of  these 
boing  occupied. 


S • INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply  a few  samples  of  milk  havo  been  takon  from  retailors 
within  the  district.  All  proved  satisfactory  on  application  of  the 
Methylene- Blue  reduction  test,  a few  routine  inspections  of  dairies 
havo  boon  carried  out. 


(b)  Moat  and  Other  Foods  The  butchers  within  the  area  arc  supplied  from 
distributing  contrcs  which  rocoivo  allocations  diroct  from  tho  Regional 
Slaughterhouse  at  Huddersfield. 

Occasional  slaughtering  of  pigs  is  still  carried  on  at 
the  private  Slaughterhouses.  In  all  such  cases  the  pigs  arc  for  homo 
consumption,  79  pigs  wore  inspected  during  tho  year  and  all  found  freo 
from  disease.
